Release Nonviolent Felons Convicted Before 
Florida Lawmakers Relaxed Harsh Sentences

The push for far-reaching prison 
reform, supported by both political 
parties, has overlooked the plight 
of hundreds of Florida inmates who 
remain unjustly locked up. 


Legislators have been reducing sen- 
tences for drug possession and other 
nonviolent crimes, but they’ve failed 
to apply the new laws retroactively— 
stranding people who received harsh 
“minimum-mandatory” sentences 
before the reforms were put in place. 


A disturbing investigative report by 
the Tampa Bay Times has focused on 
the case of Jomari DeLeon, a mother 
of three who’s serving a 15-year term 
for selling 48 hydrocodone pills for 
$225 to an undercover cop. 


That happened in 2011. If DeLeon 
had committed the same crime in 
2016, she would already be free. Her 
only previous brush with the law was 
a minor traffic infraction. 


DeLeon thought she might be 
released after the Republican-led 
Legislature rewrote some 1990s-era 
drug laws that lawmakers such as 
Rob Bradley, a former prosecutor, 
called “draconian.” 


Almost everyone involved in the jus- 
tice system agreed that the state’s 
prisons were swelling up with addicts, 
not high-level dealers. It was costing 
taxpayers a fortune, and doing noth- 
ing to curb the pill epidemic. 


One Orange County judge, forced to 
impose a 15-year sentence an oxycodone 
user who forged his prescriptions, com- 
plained: “We get the addicted and we get 
the organized crime, all treated the same 
under the wording of the Legislature. 
We have to enforce the laws, and we’re 
stuck with them.” 


That has changed as_ legislators 
passed new sentencing thresholds, 
one of which more than tripled the 
number of pain pills that would trigger 
the tougher prison terms for sellers. 


But DeLeon and many others sen- 
tenced under the old law didn’t get 
released, as they’d hoped. A 131-year- 
old clause buried deep in the Florida 
Constitution barred retroactive reduc- 
tions of prison terms, even if the laws 
were rewritten. 


Last year, voters approved 
Amendment 11, which, among other 


things, repealed the archaic sentenc- 
ing restriction and gave legislators a 
clear path to freeing inmates who've 
already served more time than the 
current laws mandate. 


But the Legislature hasn’t done any- 
thing, and appears to be in no hurry. 


Rep. Robert “Alex” Andrade, a 
Republican from Pensacola, filed a 
bill that would let judges resentence 
prescription-drug violators convicted 
under the old laws. He’s not optimis- 
tic that the measure will pass. 


It’s hard to understand how the con- 
sciences of legislative leaders aren’t 
troubled by the fact that someone like 
DeLeon could be sitting in a cell for 
years to come, while others recently 
convicted of similar crimes will serve 
much less time—and, conceivably, 
could be freed before she is. 


Even Oklahoma, a state not famous 
for progressive reform, has done more 
than Florida to fix sentencing inequi- 
ties. Earlier this month, 462 inmates 
convicted of nonviolent crimes were 
released in a single day. 


It happened after voters there over- 
whelmingly approved a plan to cut 
prison populations by _ reclassifying 
many nonviolent felonies as misde- 
meanors. Oklahoma legislators did the 
morally right thing and made the new 
laws retroactive, effectively freeing most 
inmates who’d been sentenced under 
the older, more severe rules. 


In addition, Oklahoma is now devot- 
ing modest resources to help released 
prisoners re-enter society, which is 
vital to minimizing the rate of recidi- 
vism. State officials say that releasing 
the 462 inmates will save $12 million 
in prison housing costs. 


If Florida’s lawmakers remain 
unmoved by the injustice of their 


own inaction, they should at least be 
alarmed by the dumb waste of gov- 
ernment dollars. 


The Times project made public an 
analysis by the nonpartisan Crime 
and Justice Institute estimating 
that as many as 640 current Florida 
inmates are, like DeLeon, serving out- 
dated sentences for selling painkillers. 


Another study by the Project on 
Accountable Justice, based at Florida 
State University, puts the number of 
prisoners in that group as high as 935. 


The newspaper cited data from the 
Department of Corrections _ stat- 
ing that Florida taxpayers currently 
spend almost $21 million to incarcer- 
ate 935 people for one year. Multiply 
that sum by the length of each 
inmate’s sentence, and youll get an 
idea of how expensive it is for the 
Legislature to do nothing. 


And that doesn’t include the human 
cost, which is incalculable. 


After two trials, Jomari DeLeon is 
now in the third year of her 15-year 
sentence at the Gadsden Correctional 
Facility in Quincy. She hopes Florida 
lawmakers will follow Oklahoma’s 
lead when they convene in January, 
and that she can soon be reunited 
with her family. 


“Home is just everything to me right 
now,” she told the Times. “I know that 
the years with my kids, I can’t make

Harold Destin died last week. He had 
lived in Destin for 64 years. 


Harold’s father, Chubby Destin, ran 
the Shooting Star for many years. His 
mother Pat ran the booking booths. 
I first met Susan, Harold’s sister, 
when she was babysitting for Tommy 
and Janie Browning at their house 
on Calhoun Avenue. I stayed across 
the street and one day when I was 
running, I saw Susan in a pair of cut 
off jeans. She was the cutest girl in 
Destin. 


Harold was a father to Kristin and 
Andrew. 


The Shooting Star was a low-slung 
Thompson boat with a corn yellow hull. 
Chubby was a classic captain, always 
wearing the khaki pants and shirt that 
was the uniform in the 1960s. 


Harold followed his father into the 
fishing business. 


That’s kind of where Harold stayed. 
Immigrants to this country assimilate 
with varying degrees of success and 
acceptance. Harold lived in a town 
that was beset by waves of domestic 
migrants and _ transplants—people 
primarily from the south who moved 
to Destin, some seeking fortune and 
some just seeking a better place to live. 


Harold wasn’t much on assimilating 
into the new Destin. Hehad_little interest 
in t-shirt shops, jet skis, pontoon 
boats, restaurants, or condominiums. 
The acquisition of money didn’t mean 
much to him. Harold likely never spent 
a day cavorting on the famous white 
sand beaches. 


Harold ran charter boats and private 
boats. and everyone knew that Harold 
could catch fish. 


One spring, 25 years ago, Harold took 
my son Eddie and little Peter Wright 
cobia fishing on the Hey Bubba. They 
saw 90 fish. They caught 16 and kept 
six. I don’t think Eddie’s ever been the 
same. 


A father tends to think highly of 
another man who takes his son fishing. 


Harold had a quiet presence. He was 
big and strong as a bull. Sometimes 
he looked a little rough. But he had 
a soft, gravelly baritone voice. His 
accent was more salty than southern. 


A gathering of Harold's friends would 
be a rogues' gallery of old Destin. He 


fished with Little Jimmy Shirah, Tim 
Hannah, Pat Haney, Randy Davis, 
Dewey Destin, Jimmy Patzig, Tommy 
Norred, Russell Wilbanks, Johnny 
Doylan, Peter Wright, Tony and Frank 
Davis, Tommy Green, Tyree Destin, 
Jim Stanley, Andy Anderson, Tommy 
Browning, Mike Garcia, and many 
others. 


Harold and I were the same age. Like 
many people in our generation, Harold 
wandered into some issues that cause 
health problems later in life. But 
just as he fell into some not-so-great 
habits, he worked his way out of them. 


Anytime he visited Harbor Docks, 
you knew it. The barroom, in unison, 
would simply roar, “Harold!” In his 
younger days, it might have been 
a cry for caution. Later, it was an 
expression of joy that Harold decided 
to stop by. If there wasn’t a seat at the 
bar, someone with an appreciation of 
seniority would get up and offer their 
barstool to Harold. 


I was fortunate to fish with Harold. 


Harold Destin 


The last time we fished was on the 
Hey Baby. We’d caught cobia between 
Navarre and Pensacola Beach all 
day. On our way home, just east of 
the Okaloosa Island pier, in the dead 
zone, Harold spotted a big fish. 


Unlike so many of the kids who grad- 
uated from piers to boats, there was 
no urgency, no screaming or frantic, 
zippy, line-drive casting to the cobia. 


In no hurry at all, he took the boat 
out of gear, pulled a rod from the 
rod holder and cast a jig in a high, 


lazy arc. The jig landed three feet in 
front of the fish and with little effort 
and less emotion, Harold hooked 
the cobia. I'll always remember that 
afternoon. 


Harold Destin was a calm, friendly, 
lovable guy in a burly, sun blasted, 
salt sprayed package. 


Ill remember Harold for taking my 
son fishing. Ill remember him for 
fishing with me. I’ll remember him as 
one of the people that made Destin so 
unique and special.

The Beachcomber Fishing 
Report

The holiday season is here! Please don’t forget to take some time for yourself and 
get out on the water. Fishing this time of the year is worth it. There is nothing better 
than some fresh seafood in your holiday dinner plans. 


Inshore fishing is staying on the steady rise. The flounder bite is getting hotter 
every day. Your ideal situation is to get some live bull minnows and hit some 
inshore bottom spots. Be ready this time of the year for flounder, trout, redfish and 
black drum. Check a little further offshore for some catches of amberjack, grouper, 
vermillion snapper or scamp. 


Bay fishing is still steady with catches of trout, redfish, sheephead and flounder. 
Baits of choice in the bay vary for your target species, so be prepared. You never 
know what the day will bring. If it’s flounder you’re looking for, stay with live bull 
minnows. But don’t be afraid of using artificial bait as well, like belly strips, DOA 
lures. 


Berkely gulps work great. Redfish will be caught on live shrimp, pinfish or croakers. 
My favorite is the live croakers. Fish these live baits with Carolina rigs on the 
bottom around deepwater bridges, docks and channels. Looking for trout? You'l 
generally find them back in the bayous around deepwater boat docks, bridges and 
wherever you can find deep holes. Fish for trout with the same bait as redfish. 


Look to do some pier, bridge or surf fishing as the weather gets colder. Look for 
fast action with the winter bonitas showing up. When they do, its generally in large 
numbers. Always be on the lookout for birds, as typically underneath them, you'll 
see them crashing the baits on top of the water. 


White jigs, spoons and bubble rigs seem to work the best. If you’re looking to do 
a little surf fishing, the action will consist of redfish, black drum and whiting— 
however, it’s not uncommon to catch a pompano as well. 


Have a great holiday season. We'll see you out on the water!

Have a Round at Marker 21

G.I. Jade Tiki Bar & Bistro in Fort 
Walton Beach has been open just a 
few months. The restaurant sits on 
the harbor, at the Marker 21 Marina. 
There’s a main building with an inside 
bar and dining room, a dining and ser- 
vice bar area just behind that, and the 
tiki bar, right on the water. 


There’s also an open-air space, with 
sand and picnic tables. In keeping with 
the name, youl see plenty of thatch, 
fronds and carved tiki figures. There’s 
also respect for the armed forces—a 
carefully tended memorial to a fallen 
soldier, placed in the sand. These 
cold evenings, the management has 
thoughtfully provided canopies and 
tent covers throughout, with space 
heaters to keep off the chill. 


I stopped at G.I. Jade on a recent 
weekend. The main building looked to 
be pretty quiet inside, but the sound of 
laughter and cheering drew me toward 
the back. I passed by the service bar/ 
dining area and was greeted by a serv- 
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er, who invited me to sit anywhere. 
People were seated at tables enjoying 
their meals (and the space heaters), 
but I was there just for drinks. The 
server directed me to the tiki bar, 
which sits on the dock, next to the 
Marker 21 sign. It too was wrapped 
for warmth. 


The bar is square, with seats all 
around and the bartenders in the 
middle. There’s a TV at each end— 
Georgia was playing Auburn—and all 
but a few seats were occupied. The 
bar staff—Lisa and company—were 
busy taking care of a lively crowd, 
most of whom seemed to be Crimson 
Tide fans, which gave them license to 
cheer or boo both teams. And it wasn’t 
even six o’clock yet. 


G.I. Jade’s dock bar has all the trap- 
pings of a beach or tiki bar, including 
a list of frozen daiquiris, though I did 
not see a menu of tiki cocktails—Suf- 
fering Bastards, Zombies, Mai Tais 
or assorted Don the Beachcomber 
libations served in the hollowed-out 
heads of gods. But since my Novem- 


ber Beachcomber article was on over- 
proof rums and related cocktails, I was 
okay taking a break. 


I took a seat at the bar next to a guy 
who looked about my age. Unlike most 
of the customers, he was not drinking 
beer, but a bourbon and water. He 
wasn’t paying much attention to the 
game. I ordered a Dewar’s and water 
and we struck up a conversation. I’m 
not sure how they accomplished this, 
but we actually were able to have a 
conversation—something acoustical 
in the canopy, I guess. 


It was the ideal bar conversation— 
whiskey, the impending single malt 
scotch tariff, the Decline of the West— 
interspersed with long, comfortable 
silences. I had a second drink, Knob 
Creek bourbon on the rocks. The bar 
configuration at G.I. Jade’s allows you 
to see your fellow drinkers, enabling 
communication—fan shouts of “Tie 
this s#%@ up!” and “I hate Auburn 
with a passion!”—with everyone within 
range. 


A staff member came to the bar to pick 
up a drinks order. She looked vaguely 
familiar. Then I realized she was the 
woman on the bar sign—“G.1. Jade,” in 
military fatigues and bandanna. I was 
too far away to ask for confirmation, 
but the guy next to her did (I read his 
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lips), and she gave a “yep, that’s me all 
right” sort of nod. 


My acquaintance and I shook hands 
and he headed out. I had a last drink, 
a draft Shock Top Belgian White beer 
with a juicy garnish of orange. It was 
my first Shock Top, and I regret all 
the snarky comments I’ve made about 
it in the past. The football game was 
coming to an end, a husband and wife 
were necking more or less discreetly, 
and people were ordering snacks and 
plates. 


The restaurant has a full menu (in- 
cluding kids’ meals), with starters, 
salads, baskets, tacos, “Po’ Girl” sand- 
wiches, pizzas, steak and ribs, and 
pasta plates. The servers seem willing 
to take the food anywhere youre sit- 
ting, so don’t be shy about pulling up 
a seat at the bar and chowing down. 


G.I. Jade’s might be a little chilly 
here and there for the time being, but 
the staff all seems united in making 
customers welcome, warm and well 
topped-up. 


G.J. Jade Tiki Bar & Bistro is located 
at 38 Miracle Strip Parkway SW in 
Fort Walton Beach and is open daily 
from 11 AM until 11 PM—midnight 
Saturdays and Sundays.

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Delicious and Riffable Holiday Recipes 


Hi! I’m Jane. I work as a private chef, caterer, and 
recipe developer. I want to help people learn to love 
cooking with approachable, easy to follow recipes 
that taste comforting and impressive. 


Cooking at home should never feel monotonous or 
intimidating. All it takes is a few delicious and riffa- 
ble recipes in your arsenal that you can whip up for 
yourself, your family or your guests, and youll be a 
more confident home cook in no time. This column is 
a place to start. 


This month, we’re cooking for the holidays. Holiday 
cooking can feel intimidating, especially when you’re 
hosting groups larger than you're used to, or bring- 
ing a dish as you meet people for the first time. These 
recipes will cover your appetizer, main dish, and des- 
sert, and they’re all scalable to feed a crowd without 
adding too much time in the kitchen. They’re adapt- 
able, so you can easily sub in ingredients you already 
have or prefer. 


More than anything, what I love about these recipes 
is how communal they feel, encouraging groups to 
huddle around a spread with a dip in the middle, 
pass around a big pot of pasta, and go back to the 
tray of cookies for seconds (and thirds). Cooking 
this way embodies what the holidays are all about 
for me—spending time with loved ones and coming 
together to have cozy, nourishing, and low-stress 
meals. 


HERBY YOGURT DIP WITH LEMON AND 
GARLICKY OLIVE OIL 


every time I have people over for dinner. It has all the 
bright, acidic flavors I crave this time of year when so 
much of the food is heavy and rich. It holds its own as 
the shining star of any snack spread, and works as 
a perfect distraction if you’re running a little behind 
on the rest of your cooking. Don’t fret-everyone’s too 
busy snacking on the dip to realize. 


Ingredients: 

2 cups full Fat Greek yogurt or sour cream 

1 lemon 

3 cloves of garlic 

1 shallot or % of a red onion 

1 cup of chopped herbs (any combination of parsley, dill, chives, 
mint, cilantro, and basil is perfect here) 

¥ cup Olive oil 

Sliced carrots, cucumbers, radishes, crusty bread, pita chips, 
kettle chips, or anything else you'd like to dip 

Va cup distilled white, white wine, or apple cider vinegar 


Preparation: 

1. Wash and chop the herbs, and thinly slice the garlic and shallot. 

2. Combine the yogurt with the juice of one lemon, salt, and 
pepper in a medium bowl. Then, add 3% of the chopped herbs 
and stir well to combine. 

3. Inasmall skillet, heat the olive oil over medium. Add the garlic 
and half of the shallots and saute, stirring occasionally, until 
golden brown and starting to crisp. Remove from heat and set 
aside to cool. 

4. Meanwhile, combine the remaining shallot slices in a small 
bowl with the vinegar and season with salt and pepper. Set 
aside until ready to serve. (This is a quick pickle, so they only 
need to sit For a Few minutes if you're in a rush) 

5. Combine the garlic, shallots, and the olive oil they simmered in 
with the dip and gently swirl it in. Season with salt and pepper 
to taste, and top with remaining herbs and quick pickled 
shallot. 


RIGATONI WITH DELICATA SQUASH AND 
KALE 


This is my go-to winter pasta. It tasted so warm- 
ing and nourishing, with all my favorite fall flavors 
on display. Pasta is my favorite thing to make for a 
crowd because it’s easily modifiable for allergies and 
dietary restrictions. It’s also just usually what people 
want to eat. Serves 4-6. 


Ingredients: 

1 delicata squash (butternut works too) 
1 bunch of Tuscan kale 

5 cloves of garlic 

1 shallot 

1 lb rigatoni or other pasta 

Olive oil 

Parmesan for serving (optional) 

Red pepper flakes (optional) 


Preparation: 

1. Preheat your oven to 425. 

2. Prep your ingredients! Smash the garlic cloves until they break 
down, thinly slice the shallot, wash and scrub the squash, and 
wash the kale. Cut the squash down the middle and spoon out 

the seeds if you'd like (I leave them in! They add a nutty crunch 

and a nice texture), then slice it into 1/4-inch pieces. They will 
ook like little Cs or crescent moons or parentheses. Try to 
eep the thickness consistent so they cook more evenly. Cut 
the bottoms of your kale stems off and chop or tear your kale 
into smallish pieces. 

3. Toss the squash with salt, pepper, red pepper flakes if using, 

and olive oil on a baking sheet and arrange in a single layer. 

Cook for about 20 minutes or until tender and golden, then 

remove from oven and set aside. 

4. While your squash is roasting, bring a pot of heavily salted water 

to a boil and cook your pasta until it’s just al dente, making sure 

to reserve at least a cup of pasta water before draining. 

5. Meanwhile, heat about 2 tablespoons of olive oil in a Dutch 
oven, large pot, or skillet over medium, and add the shallots 
and garlic. Sauté, stirring occasionally, until golden brown, then 
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add kale, salt, pepper, and cook until kale wilts and is tender. 

6. When your pasta and squash are finished cooking, add them to 
the kale with at least 3/4 cup of pasta water and toss vigorously 
until the pasta is glossy and evenly coated. Grate as much 
parmesan as your heart desired into the mix and combine until 
it’s melted and evenly distributed, adding more pasta water as 
needed. 

7. Top with some flaky salt, more red pepper flakes if desired, and 
more parm! 


MISO PEANUT BUTTER CHOCOLATE CHIP 
COOKIES 


This is a cookie recipe I developed this fall because I 
needed something to do with all the miso I had in the 
fridge. The result is my ideal chocolate chip cookie. 
They’re deeply savory, nutty, and chewy while retain- 
ing a satisfying crunch. This is also a great excuse to 
stock up on miso paste to use for future soups and 
as a way to lend a deeper, more complex flavor to 
sauces and stir-fries. It’s a winter staple for me. 


The best part about this recipe is that it makes 
around 50 cookies, so this is a great one to liven up 
a cookie swap, or share with people as holiday treats! 


Ingredients: 

3 % cups all purpose flour 

1 % teaspoons baking soda 

1 % teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 cup (two sticks) room temperature unsalted butter 
1 cup white sugar 

1 Y% cups brown sugar 

Ya cup white miso paste 

Va Cup peanut butter 

2 eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

1 % cups chopped dark chocolate or chocolate chips 


Preparation: 

1. Preheat oven to 350, and line two baking sheets with 
parchment paper. 

2. Whisk Flour, baking powder, baking soda, and salt together ina 

medium bowl. 

3. Using a stand mixer or a large bowl and a hand mixer, mix 

butter and both sugars together on medium speed until super 

ight and fluffy. 

4. Add one egg at a time, mixing in between until incorporated, 

then add vanilla, miso, and peanut butter, and mix until well 

combined. 

5. Gradually add in the flour mixture until incorporated, then Fold 

in the chocolate with a spoon or spatula, and stir until evenly 
combined. 

6. Scoop out tablespoons of dough, roll them into balls, and place 
about 2 inches apart on your parchment-lined baking sheets, 
pressing them down a bit as you go. 

7. Bake until golden brown, about 10 minutes, and let cool on a 

cooling rack.

It’s a cool evening. Fall has set in, 
the crowds are low and the locals are 
out. It’s Friday night and I’m headed 
to Winn-Dixie but see the glow of the 
Island Wing Co. beckoning me. It’s a 
good logo, nice brand. Not sure why 
that makes a difference to me, but 
for some reason, I feel like people 
who have their brand together will 
have their food together, too. 


The restaurant is located in the Des- 
tin Winn-Dixie shopping center, so 
it’s obvious people don’t come here 
for the view. Upon entering, no one 
greets me, but I’m happy to see a 
smattering of people in the booths 
and at the bar. An empty restau- 
rant—even out of season—makes a 
person nervous. 


I sit, and a regular starts chatting 
me up. She’s kind and sweet and has 
brought a book. She’s lived around 
the corner for 30 years, and I feel a 
little bit of old Destin is sitting next 
to me. The bartender asks if I know 
what I want or do I need to see a list. 


A computerized list is brought to 
me. Happy hour is pretty good, lots 
of beers and 2 for 1 wine. It’s not 
fancy wine, but it’s a wing place so 
taps of beer are the norm. And boy, 
do they have the norm. A wall of 
taps of every beer you could imag- 
ine. I see the bartender questioning 
patrons who have tried beer on tap. 
It’s apparent that she wants them to 
be happy. 
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I finally order a cabernet. Not nearly 
as interesting as the coconut mar- 
tinis, mai tais and mojitos on the 
menu, but I’m boring in my con- 
sumption. The bartender lets me 
know it’s BOGO. 


My regular friend is chatting me up 
as I notice on the big screen that 
dogs are allowed on the patio. I im- 
mediately feel guilty that my dogs are 
locked up at home, but make a note 
for a future lunch. They would like it 
here, I think. 


After looking over the menu, it’s a 
tough decision. Ahi poke nachos, 
happy hour sliders for $6, or wings. 
I’m assured that all are super deli- 
cious, but I’m guided towards the 
wings or nachos by both the bar- 
tender and the regular. I decide that 
I’m at the Island Wing Co., so I bet- 
ter do the wings. 


Funny thing here—Island Wing Co. 
doesn’t have a fryer in the back. Ev- 
erything is baked, the wings and the 
fries. How does this play out? Deli- 
ciously, and in a low calorie format. 
Both big favorites of mine. 


I’m glad I wandered into Island Wing 
Co., and I'll definitely go again. The 
staff made me feel welcome even 
though I was by myself, the food was 
good and baked, and I still have to 
try those ahi nachos. Hope to see 
you in there, too.

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Posture Equals Performance... 


or Just a Healthier Lifestyle

I find myself smiling when talking 
to people about the importance 
of posture. I can still see my 
grandmother getting onto young Carl 
about slouching in my chair. Man, if 
she only knew that I would grow up to 
harp on people about their posture, 
she’d be proud. 


In adulthood, I’ve become more aware 
of muscle imbalances and how they 
directly relate to poor posture. Issues 
with numbness in my fingertips and 
pain in my left arm plagued me and 
my quality of life. As a Brazilian jiu- 
jitsu and kickboxing student, I came 
to fear a possible neck injury and the 
repercussions of such. 


Lucky for me, I was blessed to have 
a physical therapist as a friend. 
He put me through an evaluation, 
and then he began to hammer 
away at those imbalances and poor 
standing posture. In my case, years 
of too many forward “push” type 
movements, combined with glory 
benching in the gym, had created 
an imbalance between my pectoral 
muscle on the front and my rotator 
cuff in the shoulder alongside weaker 
back muscles. 


All of this led to an impingement 
intruding on a nerve giving me the 
weakness and numbness—hey, at 
least it wasn’t my neck. After this 
discovery, I knew I needed to make 
a change and I started doing some 
of the exercises you will read about 
today. I was eventually pain free and 
actually became stronger! 


There are so many easy posture- 
improving exercises anyone can 
incorporate into their weekly routine. 
Simple tricks to keep the pain away 
or reduce it, and be a healthier you. 
Let’s discuss... 


I reached out to Scott Rusin, 
MPT CSCS—a physical therapist 
and owner of iPerformance Center 
physical therapy clinics located in 
Destin and Pensacola—about a few of 
the most effective corrective exercises 
we can do to improve some of the 
more common imbalances at home 
or in the gym. 


The first one that came to mind was 
the glute bridge. To perform a glute 
bridge, lay flat on the floor with your 
knees bent and your feet flat on the 
floor. Keeping your feet hip width 
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apart, lift your hips into the air and 
squeeze your butt as you hold at the 
top for a second. Do not hyperextend 
your spine by going too high, and 
remember to keep your feet flat on 
the floor. 


Start off with a couple of sets of 
20, working your way up to 50 
uninterrupted. You can eventually 
progress to single leg or weighted 
variations. Athletes in particular, 
look into the weighted hip thrust 
variations for big strength gains. The 
benefits of building up your glutes are 
wide ranging from improved posture 
and battling against lower back pain 
to looking better in jeans and being a 
better dancer. My point is, build up 
your butt! 


Also great for posture are hip 
abduction exercises. These play a 
huge role in building up the smaller 
muscles associated with the lower 
back/glute area. The glute medius, 
minimus and the tensor fascia lata 
are all key in improving posture and 
stability when standing, moving, 
or during athletic movements. 
Weakness in these muscles can lead 
to lack of hip stability, lower back, 
knee pain, ankle pain and injury. 


The resisted side step is a fantastic 
way to strengthen these muscles 
quickly. With a resistance band 
loop placed around your calf, stand 
with your knees slightly bent with 
your feet hip width apart. Start side 
stepping with your toes and hips still 
pointed forward, keeping tension in 
the band as you bring your standing 
leg towards the moving one. Don’t try 
to take big steps. Have a band that 
provides tension all the way through 
the step, so that you feel resistance 
even with small steps. Take about 
15 to 20 steps to the side and then 
return the opposite way. 


Do this for a couple sets. As you 
progress in your strength, you can 
add a tighter band and more steps. 
This exercise is a killer. You should 
feel this on the rear sides of your hip 
line and in your glutes. Side effect—it 
also makes you look better in pants 
as well as a better squatter in the 


gym. 


Last but not least, lets address 
Bilateral External Rotation. This 
exercise helps tremendously with 
strengthening the upper back, rear 
deltoids and the infamous rotator 
cuff. Dysfunction in these muscle 
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groups can 


lead to neck pain, 
back pain, shoulder pain and even 
numbness in the arm in my case. 
These areas are the victims of people 


staring at their phones, laptops, 
tablets and computer screens all 
day. We all sit there with shoulders 
rounded forward, judging whatever 
pics our friends posted on Facebook. 


Let’s get that addressed ASAP with 
Bilateral External Rotation! Grab an 
elastic band in both hands with your 
palms facing up and elbows against 
your sides. Keeping your elbows at 
your sides, pull the band apart by 
rotating your hands outward against 
the tension of the band. As you are 
rotating your hands out, squeeze 
your shoulder blades together on the 
backside. Shoot for two sets of 20, 
progressing to 50 uninterrupted. 


Simple, right?

I hope this helps some of the aches 
and pains and emphasizes the 
importance of strengthening those 
neglected areas.

By the Numbers: 12Eleven

With an influx of regular gigs in the Destin area, 
12Eleven have steadily made a name for themselves 
in the region. The average member age is only 22 
and the five-piece also includes a sax to round out 
their lineup, culminating in a high energy night of 
music that can tackle any genre. 


“So, it was my freshman year in college, and it had 
really just started out as a two or three-piece.” lead 
vocalist Jairuzniel “Jai” Rojas says. 


One day, Rojas followed the sound of a guitar 
through the college dorms. “I knocked on their 
door and that’s how I met my lead guitarist, Daniel 
(Hunt). And so we basically started—it wasn’t even 
really a band, we just started playing music together 
for about a year. And we’d play a couple of gigs out 
at the bars and cafe shops or whatever up here in 
Troy.” 


Now the 12Eleven lineup includes Rojas, Pierce 
Gilmore (drums), Daniel Hunt (lead guitar), Denver 
Wallace (bass), and Eric McCauley (sax/vocals). 


“T would say (we’re) entertaining,” says Rojas. “We’re 
goofy. We mess around with each other, kind of 
bring that to the space. So me and Eric talk and 
then just try to be comedic. At least we think we’re 
funny.” 


For the styles of music 12Eleven is apt to include, 
very little is out of reach. Rojas lists R&B, pop, and 
country before explaining, “We like to play a lot of 
genres because we all come from different genres, 
all five of us. And then we really just like playing. 
We like to play to the people, but we also like to play 
what we like to play. 


“And then when it comes to our originals... That’s 
also a whole mix, because we’re just a whole bunch 
of genres. But the originals I write are mostly de- 
pression because for about a year and a half I was 
heartbroken by girls, I guess.” 


Although Rojas says that period has mostly 
passed, the bulk of their originals are waiting to 
be unleashed upon the world. With two singles 
previously released across all platforms, 12Eleven 
is working towards a larger goal. “Over the summer

and fall now, we’ve been recording an EP and it’s 
going to have a least six songs.” 


The self-titled debut should receive the finishing 
touches soon, while they eye an early 2020 release 
date. 


When it comes to the band’s memorable but simple 
moniker, Rojas says it originates after a party in 
Atlanta. “I just walked into a room and I said to 
Troy, leven-twelve, twelve-eleven.’ I don’t even 
remember it, but apparently that’s what I said. 
And everyone was like, ‘Hey man, you said this last 
night. What did that mean?’ I was like, I have no 
idea. 


“A week or two later, me and Daniel were thinking 
about what should we name the band (and) I was 
like, dude, just 12Eleven.” 


From James Brown to Bruno Mars, and many 
surprises in between, a night out with 12Eleven will 
keep you dancing on those cool Florida nights.

Edmund Morris, most famous for 
his biographical trilogy on Theodore 
Roosevelt, died in May of this year, so 
Edison is likely his final work. The book 
is written chronologically in reverse, 
starting with Thomas Edison’s death in 
1931 and retreating decade-by-decade 
to his childhood. At first, it’s confusing— 
Morris doesn’t always frame events with 
dates—but once acclimated, I saw what 
the author was doing. 


Edison’s mind combined the versatility 
of Da Vinci, the intuition of Einstein, 
and the pragmatism of Napoleon. What 
better way to understand it than by 
peeling off the layers in search of the 
core? I knew very little about Edison, 
and was amazed to learn that the 
man who invented the light bulb and 
phonograph spent most of his life 
almost completely deaf.

I appreciate your handwritten letter, 
Chuck, but I really don’t know how you 
can get by without Internet. How did 
you find your rental? How will you know 
what the weather is going to do every 
day? How will you decide where to have 
dinner, or who has a good sale going on, 
or what channel the Dallas Cowboys will 
be broadcast on? It’s mind-boggling. 


But, in answer to your question, yes, I 
can and did look it up for you. It turns 
out your wife was right, even without 
Internet access. There are no dog- 
friendly beaches in Destin, but Miramar 
Beach does allow dogs to be walked on 
a leash. The next closest beaches are 
in Pensacola—Bayview Dog Park and 
Beach, and both Pensacola Beach West 
and Pensacola Beach East dog parks.
